Yesterday, even more than on Tues- 
dtiy, Victorians experienced tlie full 
horror of the ciilatnity tlitit liaa come 
upon the city. In the liour of emor- 
g.;ticy, when the help of Tjvery liand was 
needed and all attention was concen- 
trated upon tho work of saving tho^e in 
whom the vital spark still flickered, men 
and women could not find time to 
sorrow. Emotion wfts sternly re- 
])ressed, and with calm, quiet 
Courage men and women together 
faced tho terrible ordeal. Twenty-four 
liotirs later, however, ^yhen the hope of 
saving life was no more, over-wrought 
nerves gave way and the same brave 
workers who had so calmly and heroic- 
ally labored to resuscitnte the dripping 
victims of tlie disaster as they were 
taken from the water anil laid nijon 
Captain Grant's green lawns, were 
thoiiisolves weak and ill — totally un- 
strung by the distressing scenes through 
wliith they had so recently passed, and 
witli the full extent of' the disaster be- 
fore tiieir eyes. 

Tlio work of recovering the bodies was 
resumed early yesterday morning, when 
the tide was at its most favorable sttige, 
divers McHardy and Cook going down 
at ten o'clock but being unable to do 
efl*ective service owing to the ebb having 
muddied the water so that inspection of 
the debris was extremely dif- 
ficult. They suspended opcra- 
tiouH sliorlly Ijefore eleven, atnl 
aiK.iii after a force of thirty mi'i? or more 
under Chief Deasy, Stevedore l'\ 
Yorke, Street Inspector Wilson — wliosj 
own little boy was among the dead i)re- 
viously recovered — and Duncan Grieve, 
took in hand the work of clearing aw.ty 
the dehris, with the aid of a derrick and 
steam power, tlie body of iMotormaii 
■"■arr being obtained in this operation 
Iiinioned hetwoeii two pieces of iron- 
work. 

At five the citj' divers again went Ije- 
low, witli George Vassel, King and J!al- 
let of the K;<yal .Arthur, their efforts 
tlion being succesBfal as clearer water 
was obtained, and three additional bod- 
ies being located and removed. Three 
olher.s only are now known to he in 
the water, and as these are all those 
of women it ia feared that some 
time may elapse before they are 
obtained, their clothing floating them 
much more readily than would the gar- 
ments of a man. Tho majority, in fact 
all the bodies, were found close to the 
bridge, whero there is about four 
fiitlioms of water at high tide. 

Ahno.st everyone who watclied the 
work of resettle yesterday, and there were 
hundreds who remained on tlie spot till 
day long, paid more or less atten- 
tion to the bridge and formed hi.s 
own opinion as to its streii;,'tli or 
ness, in view of the fact that ihiw 
will naturally be an iiiipoilaiit point at 
iasiie in tlie coroner's investigation. 
During the evening a private telegram 
was received from San Franeiaeo to the 
effect that President McMidlens, of the 
Siui Francisco Bridge Company, had 
stated in an interview that in 1891 he 
informed Deputy Comniisioner Gore that 
tho bridge was unsafe for trllfli<^ This 
telegram was shown to Mr. Gore soon 
after, and lie said : 

" I have no recollection of any such 
conversation with Mr, McJIullen and 
do not remember his ever telling me the 
bridge was unsafe. He was the man 
wlio built it, and it is not likely that ,'ie 
wotdd make such a remark. Mr. .Mc- 
iMullen's company btiilt the bridge for 
tho government in I8S'.") anti in ISDl it 
was turned over to the city. During the 
time the government liad charge of it 
tlie structure was regularly inspecteii*, 
an inspection being held at least once a 
year. It ia our practice to examine all 
our bridges roKularly and especially so 
before a celebration. Before this laet 
GBlebratioii I . sent an expert out 



to inspect the Gorge bridge and 
report on its safety. At the time the 
Point f'^llice bridge wag built there was 
no tram line to I':E(juimalt. The rails 
were laid afterwards but during the 
time the bridge was under government 
control." 

" Wins it safe for tramcar traffic at 
that time? " was asked. 

"The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating; it has stood until now, but you 

must bear in mind that the life of tim- 
l)Ol■^! ill a bridge is not more than eight 
or nine years, and even less tlnm tliat 
where the timbers are exposed to the 
damp and shut otr from the sun as, for 
instance, the floor beams in the Point 
I'^llice bridge.' They won't stand. They 
require regular inspection and renewing 
when it is found necessary." 

During yesterday afternoon the city 
council lield an emergency meeting in 
connection witli tlie disaster, when it 
was decided to close Rock Bay and 
James Bay bridges to vehicular trafHc 
until they had been thoroughly ex- 
amined by an expert. The cemetery 
committee were at the same time| auth- 
orized to assume the management and 
expense of the disposal of the bodies of 
the victims of the catastrophe, 
unless their friends desire other- 
wise. It was at first proposed that a 
public funeral be held, but owing to the 
desire of the friends of the dead to have 
the funeral services at their own 
chutches it was decided that a public 
funeral was not iiraeticable. The :Mayor 
was empowered to make adequate pro- 
vision for any children wlio by the acci- 
dent have been deprived of their par- 
ents, and in consequence are in need of 
immediate assistance. 

Through all the day the schools wore 
closed and business in the city tourgreat 
extent su.spended, so .much was the at- 
tention of all classes of the community 
directed to the common sorrow. All the 
tramw.iy oflicerH and employes apjjoared 
during tiie day with the badge of mourn- 
ing upon their arms, a badge which but 
insignificantly expresses the universal 
grief. 

Concellation of puljlic and private en- 
gagements continues the oi-der of the 
(hiy, and in this connection the Colonist 
is rcfiuested to state that there will be 
no meeting of tlie W.C.T.U. to-day, that 
the sjjecial relieiirBal of the choir of the 
Hoformed I':i)iscopal cliurch has been 
abandoned, that the dance at Work 
Point barracks stands postponed until 
Friday, ,Tune 5, and that the examina- 
tion of candidates for entrance to the 
higli schools of the province has been 
postponed until the first prox. 



THE ItOLL CALL OF DEATJI. 

Upwnrds of Fifty in All Are Now Known to 
Have Perished in Tuesday's 
Awful Disaster. 

There are fortunately few additions to 
be made to the list published yesterday 
of the dead, although in the hurried 
preparation of that record some few mis- 
takes naturally occurred. The s ork if 



rescuing the bodies was continued all 
through yesterday and when tho divers 
and their co-laborers above water sus- 
pended operations last evening, only 
three bodies remained yet to be re- 
covered. Two of the victims, whose 
names are given in the recovered list, 
were not mentioned in yesterday's re- 
port, nor was there until last evening an 
absolute certainty that they went down 
with the car. They were Sarah and 
Lily Slieriil", who left their home early 
in ths day with the intention of wit- 
nessing the review, and their parents 
after searching vainly . for them iill 
through Tuesday night and yesterday 
were finally forced to the conclusion that 
they had been passengers by No. l(i, 
and were no longer among the 
living. Their parents live in the siiburbs 
of the city towar<l Cloverdale, in which 
neighborhood the two girls wiire well 
known and very popular. The body of 
the elder of the Misses Bowness ii one 
^ of . those not yet recovered, while the 
' 'hames of Alice Smith, daughter of Gapt. 



Smith, and Sarah SherrilT coihpiete the 

list of missing. 

One particularly distressing circum- 
slaiice in connection with tho fatality ia 
tlie wholesale hereavemcntof some of the 
families represented among tlie dead. 
Not only Ernest and Evelyn Sheppard, 
son and daughter of 0. E. Sheppard of 
namilton Road, Spring.Ridge, are gone 
as told in yesterday's Colonist, but 
their mother, who accompanied them on 
the outing vrbich promised to be so 
pleasant a one lies beside them in the 
darkened homo. Her body was recover- 
ed during Tuesday night", and identi- - 
lied soon after I lie children were recog- 
nized and claimed. Poor " J^'ed " t 
lioosen is alinoat iuEane with grief, for 
in this one awful day lie has been bereft 
of both his faithful and loving wife and 
tho little son that was the pride of ,lua 
life. .Tolin R. Leveriilge, bis wife, and 
tlie latter's little llaxen-haired daughter, 
Ethel Priestley, are mourned by very 
many residents of Spring Kidge; the en- 
tire little family is no more. Mrs. : 
Jiiggar mourns for her two children, i 
while thanking Providence that her 
husljiind hits bc^en spared to her almost 
by a miracle. Mr. and Mrs. Oarraichael, 
who in life furnished an example of per- 
fect union of heart and interests, . 
in death were not divided; the two 
sisters, May and Ethel Bowness; Simon 
Pearson and hia wife, who leave a help- 
less little family dependent upon the 
kindness of a iiot-too-consiilerato world; 
Mrs. Frederick Adams and lier son; 
Mrs. T. Elford and her daughter Grace, 
the latter just blossoming into woman- 
hood ; and Mrs. Ct.

Quiseppe Mauro was an Italian resi- 
pent of Humboldt street in this city anii 
somehow resembles in appearance Frank 
Orestes, the bootblack, for li^hose his 
body was mistaken. 

Volante Didio and Gabriel Marrotta. 
were members of the steamer Flyer's 
famous little orchentra, and were well 
known as well to all old residents of 
Winnipeg, where they formerly resided. 
Tlie Flyer contributed two other lives to 
swell tiie terrible death roll, the wife of 
the engineer, Mrs. Trout, and Miss 
Goodacre, who accompanied her here 
for the celebration. 

Beatrice Slater is the name that 
should have appeared wliere Miss Les- 
ter appeared yesterday ; she was a resi- 
dent of this city and is known to many. 
Mrs. George H. Woodhouse and Miss 
Sloan are one and the same; Mise Sloan 
became Mrs. Woodhouse less than four i 
months ago, and some of the friends 
who identified her on Tuesday, being ' 
at the time unacquainted with the fact 
of her marriage.

The ore now being taken frott), the new 
strike on the Mayflower and Lily May 
tunnel carries galena, which mixed with 
iron pyrites, gives it a very handsome 
appearance.

Mr. Corbin will no doubt sell these 
mines to peoi>le who will operate them 
in connection with Ida Tnilroad, The 
agreemenf, of sale provides for the build- 
ing of exloiisive s-iiielting works at some 
point on his railroad. 

The Lillooet, Kraser liivor & Cariboo 
Gold Fields Conipatiy, lAd., has taken 
hold of another property. The North 
Star was recently bonded to Mr. Las- 
celle.s of Vancouver, who turned his op- 
tion over to the company about a week 
ago, and on Satiiniay it closed the deal 
by pay in u .$15,000 in cash for the mine. 
Talking of their last investment, Mr. 
riubbani, solicitor of the company, 
said : " We are endeavoring to secure 
good properties for our company, as the 
British public expects us to make con- 
servative investmenta. If it; found out 
we were pnttimr its money into wild 
cats it would soon be down on n.s.

We 
hail intended making' much more exten- 
sive invi'stineiits in Itossiand, but really 
claim holders are holding their proper- 
ties so stiflly and on such unreasonable 
terms that I fear we shall have to be 
content'with what wo have got.

One of the strongest companies oper- 
ating in t he south belt is the Conaol 
Gold Mining company, an Ohio syndi- 
cate, repreHented by W. A. Ritchie, of 
iSp;.kaue. This syndicate has recently 
bought and bonded a number of claims 
in the camp !Uid has now started up 
work on one of their properties, the Con- 
aolation. This claim lies about 1,000 
feet northwest of the Deer Park and is 
the oldest locution in llial vicinity. It 
covers ovc 60 acres of ground. The 
work on the claim to date consiats of a 
2B-foot shaft and several aurface ohts. 
These workings have proved the exist- 
eiuai of two atrone veins, one ol which 
Bliowaasolid body of stebnite, or aul- 
pliato of ai.iiiiinny, worth nearly $100 
per ton. The oDiier, or north vein, 
shows an unusuallv large body of solid 



sulphide with all the characteristics of 
the ore bodies on Hod Mountain.

Ten Stamp Mill and Compressor for the O. 
K.— Eastern Canadians Deeply Inter- 
estetl in British Columbia. 

F. R. Mendenhall has just returned 
from a visit to Sherbrooke, "Quebec, 
where he has been superintending the 
ahipment of a 10-stamp mill and com- 
pressor plant for the O.K. mine, also a 
seven-drill compressoi for the Georgia 
mine. The machinery will be on t\w 
ground in tlie course of three weeks.

"There is plenty of money in both Mon- 
treal ami tji;el)ec f(n- iiiveslinent in good 
legitimate propositions.

I am satislied that there will 
be a large immigration from Eastern 
Canada to British Columbia this year."

(.'onservHiives has been to eneoiiraKc home 
industries, and we are all well awaro tliiil this 
i iiulil not hedoiie witliout mocierale protectioiii 
and on this iiartieular (luestlon ttio electors 
Ironi the Allaiitie to tin; I'acido will pronounce 
their vcnUct in June. Welindlliat thif Is the 
great question that the Lilifuil jiarty expect to 
centre their arnmnienis im. Tlie countrv is 
flooded with theiltcratmc df Unit party, wliicli 
will deceive the unwary if possilde, and inal;e 
them believe that the Liberal (;oiiserva»ues 
are the most corrupt government (111 the face of 
the earth. Since 1894 wo find iliat tiie Koverii- 
ment has been i^radmiliy redncim,' Uie tariil 
upon all articles that are in Keneral use by the 
workiiiK ehisses in the country. We see in tlie 
I'^inanee .Mini-ter's nuilget spcecli (iion. .Mr. 
Foster) that tlie articles Hiicli as tea. eollee ami

iidvaiitaue over 118. We ure all aware that the 
policy of tho United States is a high protective 
one. They are not in favor ol rcoiproeity, 
preferentiiit trade tliey care nothing about, 
unless it is to their advantage. They will give 
no preference to us, and wliat, are the Liberal 
party advocating—free trade, free trade, a tariil' 
for revenue; ill fad, when wo liiid the i<iberals 
ut their best their policy Is notliing more than 
what the Lllieral (;onservatives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what wo have from one 
of ou:' local Liberal papers: 

A tariff readjustment does not mean the 
wanton destruction of the industries for the 
mere sakeot carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object is to help the industries 
of the country." 

And yet on the other hand wc iiear them 
crying from one end of the country to the other, 
tiie policy of tho Llhernl Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural Industries is giving the 
manufacturers all the benefits— that thBy are 
the only ones reaping the rich harvest.

To 
tnose ol us who have lived under the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative governnient, during 
the last 17 years, and who lisve felt the great 
benefits by the L'radiial reduction ol the tariil", 
uo argument to the contrary will convince us 
that Irce trade will be a change forihe better. 
1 say Oanada for the Cauadlaus first, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba School Question is the subject 
fnat the Liberal party are expecting to ride 
into power by. On this question 1 desire to 
give iiiv hunihle judgment, so that those who 
liave given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that llritish fair play 
wdll prevail at last, when JIanitoba received 
her Constitution in 1S70, the rights of Manitoba 
were protected by law. The minority at that 
lime were the Protestants. After a number of 
vcars the separate SCboolsdld notglve justice 
to all. They wore found to be a great burden 
on the iioor farmeis and the taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the people than the 
other. The schnols were not up to the standard 
ofoiirpuhlie schools, the teael'ors were below 
the standard, a spirit ot dlssatisfaotioii reigned 
aiuongsl the majority, who had liy this time 
become I'rnteslaiits, and the .Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the .StateHcbools Act. In passing 
that act 1 consider tliat they did not give the 
minority that consMeratlon that the ^iaritime 
and Kasterii |irovliiccs had done. That wa.s tho 
right time the (luesiiou Hhonld have lieeii 
settled. Aflersix \ears litigation we liud that 
it has heeoine a national question. Itemedial 
legislation as brought lu by the governnient 
has not been endorsed by tho country. The 
Liberal party have Ijeen divided on the ques- 
tion as well as the Conservatives, and the con- 
clusion that the wisest men In the country 
have come to is thai the Manitoba Legislature 
w ill liave to settle the matter in an lionorable 
mciiiicr to all concerned. I could not support 
Keiiicdial Legislation as brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give jiisiico to all concerned, so lorn; a.-i iho 
public school system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
Lanricr, while in H.(.:., said on two occ asions 
wliiie here thai we liiid the tifst sehdol gi/stcm in 
the coiinlry, and coiiimoiuiert our province 
liighly on its advanced Hidiool system. Having 
such testimony (and 1 believe he meant all he 
said) I liave no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system as there is in 
any Bountry. 

In coming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on the threshold iiI a prosperous future. 
Onr mineral lesomces, from onr borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate lliat we have untold 
wealth wiUiln onr each. Being alive to those 
facts, it IS our duty to advertise onr rc-oiirres; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The federal 
and provincial governments must do their 

garts also, and It will bo the duty ol the mem- 
ers elected to Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am in favor of the 8u>isidlzing of the C.W. li. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
of the B.C. government ou tins question. 

The exte.islon of tho K. & N. R. sliould bo 
carried ont at once, and the iieees.<ary iipiiro- 
prlation shonl.i have been granted at the last 
tcsslon of (uir Dominion Parliament. 

The farmers of ciiir district will require the 
earnest atlciilion of the local meinher cousiiler 
lug the scattered eoiiditioii in whieh they are 
placed along onr coast, and on tills Island. 

Markets iviinire in bo established in all onr 
prini'ipiil l il'cs, facilities for pcllliig to those 
markets ami reiison--Mc rales hy railway and 
stuumcrs shonM be Kivcii As ihc fjovcriiment 
have lo as»;sl in tills line, it is only rc •son>ib'e 
to ( xpccl thai they will gram every lac'lily in 
llieir power, ami which 1 shall feel it mv duly 
to nri;e, should 1 have the honor to be elected. 

Onr Postal syslciii requires inveslif;atioii. The 
growing necdsoi nil p:irls of onr district by 
railways ami -teanicr-i are not what we require. 
Tlic member for ihedistrid will beheld resjmn- 
sible in future for altenlion to onr various needs. 
Considering our geoginplilcal eonditiou I con- 
sider that we will require best eousideratlon 
the Dominion goveriiiiieiit can give, by making 
liberal appropr ationa for iniblie buildings, and 
for improving onr eonsls and harbors. 

Having been 17 years aiuongst you I consider 
I have a praellcai kiinwhdve ol the various 
wants of our istnct. If elected 1 will devote 
my whole lime to working lor the best interests 
of all; to niilte and bind together all classes, and 
capital and labor in all its branches, and will 
not commit m., self on any great measure 
brought before parliament, without consulting 
the electors of the district. In coiiclhBiou, I ask 
for ihe support of all who deslro the prosperity 
of our country.

AN INQUIRY WANTED. 

There are a great many rumors afloat 
!is to the cause of the awful tramway 
(Tnaster. Some of them may he true 
and some may he false. It would not, 
in our opinion, he just to the parties im- 
plii;ated to give currency to these ru- 
mors. The public should have some 
thing stronger and more reliable than 
mere hearsay evidence and iinsuhstan 
tiated statements of one Icind and an 
other on which to form an opinion in so 
serious a matter. The citizens of 
Victoria should for their own 
sakea and for the credit of their 
city insist upon a full inquiry 
being made into the cause of the catas- 
trophe, by competent and disinterested 
men. If tlie Government were asked to 
appoint a commission of inquiry they 
would most likely promptly comply with 
the request. The truth about the whole 
iriatter should be made publie. The 
blame of the disaster should be laid on 
the right shoulders. It is unjust and 
cruel, without sufficient evidence and 
without any evidence at all, to accuse 
anyone of l>e!M}^ tlie cause of the dis- 
aster. The Coroner's jury, if its inquiries 
are pro]Derly directed, may find out a 
good deal, but the finding of a commis- 
sion of inquiry composed of competent 
persons would he satiafactoiy to the 
public. 

NOT A JWSIXI-:.SS POLICY. 

It is becoming clearer and clearer 
every day that the traile question is 
really the most iinpurtanl one now 
before the people of Canada. The tariil' 
affects every claaa of the people in every 
province of tlie Dominion. It has an 
important bearing on every branch of 
business, and on the way in which 
it is decided depends to a very 
great e.Ktent the prosperity of 
the couiitr3'. The trade iwlicy 
of the Government is definite and it has 
through a long series of years been 
proved to be suitable to the cirGum stances 
of the people. The Liberals have really 
no trade policy. They are in the matter 
of the tarivf all things to all men. The 
only conclusion that an intelligent and 
discerning man can come to after he has 
listened patiently to what the diflerent 
groups that form the Opposition have to 
say on the trade question is that if 
power should unfortunately be placed in 
the hands of the Liberals their trade 
policy will, to say the best that can be 
said of it, beexperimental. They will bo 
continually chopping and changing. The 
tariff will be altered to please 
the free traders at one session, 
and it will be changed in compliance 
with the demands of the Gritprotection- 
ists the next. Nothing can be more un- 
eatiafactory to men in business than un- 
certainty as regards the tariff. This the 
MDiitreal Star sees very- clearly. Com- 



menting on a recent utterance of Mr, 
Luurier's on the tiade question, it says : 

We are disposed to agree with Mr. 
Laurier in the stateinent made in his 
speech at Weatmount that " what the 
manufacturers want is permanency of 
tariff." There is nothing more injuri- 
ous to tlio trade of the country that 
chronic uncertainty as to tatiH" changes. 
But how does Mr. Laurier propose to 
give us permanency of tariil'? By a 
gradual process of modification until lie 
has completely changed the essential 
character of the whole tariff: until he 
has wiped out the last vestige of protec- 
tion ; until he has given us in the place of 
a i)iotective tariil' a tariff for revenue 
only. The process may take from ten 
years to a hundred years, and its details 
at present are only matter for specula- 
tion. !Mr. Laurier may purpose to ex- 
terminate the sugar kings and cotton 
lords at one fell swoo|), or he may have 
in view for them " something lingerini;." 
If the Leader of the Opposition lias any 
definite ideas on the subject he has not 
communicated them to the ))uhlic. The 
demon of indefiniteness still jiursues the 
honorable gentleman. He is the apostle 
of political agnosticism. With re^xard to 
the two great issues before the country, 
the tariff and the school question, his 
creed is one of negations. He does nut 
believe that the other fellows know, and 
he is sure that he does not. 

The Star, which is very far indeed 
from being partisan, takes a business- 
like view of Mr. Laurier'a trade policy. 



TjrF FJiKNCIl CRISIS. 

U is (luostioiiahle whether the French 
Kepublic will stand the strain that is 
likely to be put on its constitution. The 
Senate and the Chamber of Deputies are 
likely to be at variance. The Senate 
claims to have the power of unmaking 
governments. The popular branch of 
the f^egislature questions the right of 
the Senate to exercise this power. 

The Chamber of Deputies is elected 
by universal suffrage; the Senate is 
elected periodically by the local asseiu- 
blies of the departments. The ministry 
is composed of meiiihers of ♦lie Cham- 
ber of Deputies and Senators. In Great 
Britain it is necessary for the ministry 
to have the confidence of the popular 
branch of the Legislature. Whether 
it is supported by a majority or a miu- 
prity of the Hqub® of Lords is of little 
importance. A Liberal Government is 
certain to be in a minority in the 
House of Lords; a Conservative or a 
Unionist Government is sure to have on 
its side a large majority of that body. 
But the Premier, whether a Tory or a 
Liberal Government is in power, has to 
depend alone for a continuance of power 
on tlie support he has in the House of 
Commons. 

In the United States the Executive is 
wholly independent of the Legislature. 
The President and his Cabinet hold 
oflice and exercise power even if 
there is a large majcrity of 
both the House of Eepreaentatives 
and the Senate against them. They are 
not affected in the least by adverse ma- 
jorities in one or both branches of the 
Legislature. 

In France, ns we have said, the Sen- 
ate claims the power to decide the fate 
of a ministry. The Government, the ad- 
vocates of the Senate contend, must en- 
joy the (•onlidence of the Senate as well 
as the Chamber of Deputies. It was 
the Senate's assertion of this claim tliat 
brought on the late crisis in France. 
The Chamber of Deputies had voted 
the appropriation asked for by the 
Government to defray the exjienses 
of the war in ^Madagascar, hut 
the Senate rejected the item 
The consequence was a dead lock, but 
the Senate was firm and the Govern 
ment had to give in. Its members sent 
in their resignations to the Preaident, 
who accented them and a new ministry 
was formed. But the iiuestion as to the 
Senate's power is very far indeed from 
being settled. It will he sure to conic 
up again, and it is not unlikely that 
there will be a change in the ConatitU' 
tion adverse to the claim preferred by 
the Senate. 

" The Radicals, Kepuhlicans and the 
Socialists," says llai;i)ur's Weekly in an 
article on Tlie liecent Crisis in 
France, are not at a loss for a 
remedy. They simply propose that the 
Senate be abolished and they have at- 
tempted to make ' DownHwith the Sen- 
ate ' a popular cry. They even hoped 
to call forth popular demonstrations 
that would frii^hten President Faure into 
abdication. Hut in this they have so 
far met with indid'erent success. The 
French people seem to be on the whole 
in a quiescent mood. President Ivm re 
has succeeded in forming a Cabinet cun- 
sisling in tlui main of moderate Ilcpub- 
licaiiS; and the National Assembly is ad- 
jouiii jd for a few weeks. Should, after 
its leassemhling, the new Cabinet be 
voted down Preaident Faure may then 
feel himself encouraged by public 
sentiment to favor a resort to 
tiie last corrective, an appeal 
to the people by the dissolution of the 
Chamber of Deputies and a new elec- 
tion. It is hazardous to predict any fu- 
ture events in French politics. Rut 
even if the now ministry should be per- 
mitted to run the usual short course, 
there is hardly any doubt that the old 
conflict with its constitutional question 
will soon revive. 

The prospect ahead of future French 
governments is not pleasant. It is difh- 
cult enough for an English government 
to retain the confidence of the House of 
Oommons alone for any length of time. 
If it were necessary to secure a majority 
in the upper, .branch of the legisla- 
ture as well, . parliamen^ry . govern- 
ment . would ::;bd Bimply.^;%8n im- 
poaB\l?ility.j j^p. Great Britain.' : t It 



is hard to see how it can 
be very diflerent in France if the Gov- 
ernment, in order to retain power, must 
secure a majority in the Senate ;.aB well 
aa in the Chamber of Deputies. Whether 
the solution of the difficulty suggested 
by the Socialists will be adopted or 
whether the Constitution will have to 
be changed i n order to i)roduce harmony, 
it is impossible to say. The quarrel be- 
tween the two branches of the Legisla- 
ture has, we see, revived the hopes of 
the Bonapartists and the Legitimists in 
France. When the republic breaks 
down they will, they believe, liave their 
opportunity. 

Tin: SALMON FISHERS' STRIKE. 

The fiBhernxen's strike on the Lower 
Columbia is going on. The season's 
fishing has already, it is said, been 
spoiled. The fishermen are earning 
nothing and the canneries are idle. The 
whole district wili be the poorer by the 
amount of money that the operation of 
tlie cannerii's would have put in circula- 
tion. All those depending directly and 
indirectly on the salmon fishing indus- 
try will he poorer, and no one, it seems, 
will be benefited by the strike. Every 
attempt to compromise the dispute 
or to bring the parties to 
a better understanding has failed, 
and mailers are going from bad to 
worse. The Oregoiiian, in an article 
on the strike, says : 

The conlruversy has outgrown llie 
control of its leaders. That it would 
do this was a foregone conclusion when 
these leaders assumed a stubborn alti- 
tude, ileolaring there was no middle 
ground upon which they could or would 
meet and adjust ilill'eronces. It is idle 
at this stage of i)i'ocee(liiii;s to go Ijack 
to first princijjles in the contest. These 
have been practically obliterated by the 
events of the past few weeks. Tlie 
question now is, not whether the Fisher- 
men's Protective Union was right in the 
demand it made upon cannerymen in 
the interests of its members, but. Shall 
armed riiflians be allowed to interfere 
with and murder honest men while in 
peaceable [.nirsuitof a lawful vocation? 
It is clearly time for the local conslal)u- 
lary to take a hand in these proceedings 
and show the state whether or not it 
can answer this question, in accordance 
with the simple requirements of justice 
to a class of men whose only offence cou' 
siats in attempting to earn an honestliV' 
ing in a lawful vocation. 




ONE OF TIIE CAMPAIGN LIES. . 

" Sir Charles Tupper is Premier with 
out the consent of either Parliament or 
the people." This is one of the false 
statements that one unprincipled Grit 
paper has the impudence to make, and 
other Cirit papers etjually unjirincipled 
but less audacious have the meanness to 
re)iroduce. Sir Charles Tupjier com 
mauded a good majority in Parliament 
from bis election to the close' of 
the late session, and he was 
elected by a handsome majority in Cape 
Breton. What could any leader un 
der the British constitution have more 
than this? Then again, wherever the 
Premier has gone since the dissolution of 
Parliament he has been welcomed by 
enthusiastic crowds. The people have 
met in massefl to do him honor and to 
hear what he has to say. In Winnipeg, 
in Montreal, in Quebec, in Halifax, the 
people have shown th;it they admire 
him as a statesman and approve of the 
l)oiicy he pursues. If popular demon- 
strations are any indication of popular 
approval, no other conclusion can be 
arrived at by those who have witnessed 
the triumphal progress that Sir Charles 
Tup|)er has made from Winnipeg to the 
Atlantic coast than that he is Premier by 
the consent of the ]K'oi)le.

Mississippi Steamers Sink With All 
on Board— A Terrible 
Story. 



OuiCACio, M;v_v '27. — One of tlie gruat 
est disasters of recent yoars overwlielin 
ed the city oi St. Louis to-night in the 
sliape of a cyclone wliich becan shortly 
after live o'clock ami for thirty iiiiimtes 
tore iti ail awful way throiigli Iho city ;it 
the rate of over eiclity miles an hour. 
Although reports from there are very 
meagre, on account of the almost total 
destruction of the telegraph wires, it 
' seems certain that the number 
of dead and wounded will be 
fully one thousand, and the dam 
age amount to millions of doUdre 
The city hospital, which fortunately sur 
vived the storm, is filled to overflowing 
with mangled men, women ami chil 
(Iren, and the inorgne within two hours 
after tlie end of the storm was so full of 
corpses that it was necessary to pro- 
vide other (luarters tor the recep- 
tion of the ■ dead. In addition to 
tliose wlio were killed in their houses 
and in tiie streets, iuiiidreds of the dead 
are beneath the waters of the Missis- 
sippi river. Of all the stnaniers on the 
levee when the storni broke out, but one 
is now afloat. All the others have gone 
down, in many instances every soul 
on board being lost, and in 
others not over two or three 
being able to reach a place 
of safety. Among the 1}oats destroyed 
is the excursion steamer Great Repub- 
lic, one of the largest steamers on the 
lower river. Not a man escaped from 
her, and it is said she Avas crowded with 
excursionists when the storm came.

Expert Pritchard's Opinion on This Great

A Rossland dispatch to the Spokane 
Sijokesinan-Review contains the fol- 
lowing : 

" What is your opinion of the Le 
Hoi?" was asked of J. £. Pritchard, the 
famous London expert, after an eight' 
hours' examination of that mine this 
afternoon. 

" It is the highest thing I ever saw in 
my life. It is a marvel; a wonder. 

"Yes, I have been engaged in examin- 
ing mines for 37 years, anil with the ex- 
ception of Cripple Creek, have seen every 
large gold mining campin tlie world. I 
liavo been in Ballarat, Bendigo, Oastle- 
maine, California, Australia and Johan- 
nesburg, but must confess that the Le 
Koi has the best showing of any mine I 
ever saw in niy life.

REVENUE AND TAXATION. 

Wbat the Conservative Party Has to Show 
for the Expenditures Which It 
Has Undertaken. 

(From the Montreal Gazette.) 

One of the favorite devices of the Op- 
position advocates in the present contest 
18 to point to the fact that the ordinary 
expenditure in 1878 was $2;^,. 500,000", 
while last year it was !i;38,000,000 and to 
claim the increase as an evidence of 
CoHBervative extravagance. There lias 
been an ineiense in tlie expenditure 
under the Oonservativegovorument. The 
Liberals failed in their plan of getting the 
Canadian Pacific Kailway built. Tlie 
Conservatives liad to coinpleto the work. 
The Conservative party, represented iiy 
the government and its parliamentary 
majority, has also devoted luuuh money 
to the purpose of aiding in the construc- 
tion of public works, canals, channel 
deepening, etc., and in aid of railway 
lines. The result ii tliat Canada, in pro- 
portion to her population, is one of the 
beat served countries in the world in re- 
gard to rail communication. 

The Intercolonial railway has aleo Ijeen 
greatly extended since the Lilierala went 
out of power. All that, of course, in- 
volved expenditure, of which, it may be 
added, the great majority of the people 
have repeateilly expressed their ap- 
proval. The increase of expenditure 
does not, however, imply a correspond- 
ing increase in taxation. The total 
revenue of 1894-5, the last fiscal 
year, was $33,978,129. Of this only 
$25,446,198 was raised by taxation, tlial 
is by customs and excise duties. The 
rest came from the operation of govern- 
ment railways, tlie post oflice, reveniR 
from public works, eti'. It was sinijily 
pay for services rendered to individuals, 
and is no more a tax on the pjojjle than 
are tlie telegraph tolls or the railway 
fares tliey pay wlien they comtnunicate 
with their friends. 

The revenue outside of the taxation 
has more than doubled under Gonser 
vative administration. In 1878-9 it was 
only $4,040,000. Last year it was 
$8,531,000. In 1878 the postal receipts 
were $1,172, -118; in 1895 tliev wiu-o 
$2,792,789. Tliey more tlian douliled 
under tlie Conservative governiiieiil, 
indicating a large increase in tin 
business of the country. The re- 
venue from ])nblic works, including gov- 
ernment railways, was $1 .Sii;!,! -li) in 
1878. In 18S5 it'was $:-t,8l5,()(l(). Jtalsi 
more than doubled during the Conserva- 
tive rule, and this in spito oi the fact 
that canal tolls liave been greatly re- 
duced since Mr. Mackenzie's time 
Neither of these increases represented a 
cent of additional taxation of the peo- 
ple. They involved, however, an in- 
crease in the expenditure, represiuited 
on 1;he other sloe of the account by an 
addition to the income. 

It ia lull to lit; expected that a railway 
which earns :f'),Oi)0,000 a year can bo 
operated as cheaply as a railway that 
only earns $1,500,000. A postal depart- 
ment with over 8,000 olliceato serve can- 
not bo run as cheaply aa one whiidi 
manages only five thousand. But 
the larger outgo brings in larger 
receipts, and, in the case of 
the governiuont railways, a Conser- 
vative minister has brought the Inter- 
colonial from a condition of continuous 
deficits to a state that it no longer in- 
volves any charge on the revenue; to 
opera|^ it. 

When the increase in the receipts 
from the post ofBce, public works and 
railways are taken into' consideration, 
the increase in the revenue on account 
of taxation' is reduced to BOveli> million 



dollars a year, and there are in Canada 
well nigh a million more people to pay 
it than there were eighteen years ago.

"NOT A CABINET MINISTER." 

To THE Editor: — I wonder how much 
longer this empty cry is to. be kept up. 
Possibly until tlie elections are over, 
when it will have served the purpose for 
which it was raised. There are many 
fallacies concerning this position of 
cabinet minister, some of which I would 
like to point out. 

The cabinet in England, which is the 
prototype of the Canadian and other 
cabinets, is a committee whom the 
Premier wishes to consult on matters of 
policy and in it are included the secrii- 
taries of state for the different depart- 
ments and other ofliccrs of the govern- 
ment. There is a myth that the mem- 
bers are chosen from the privy council. 
As a matter of fact, a statesman wanted 
for the cabinet is made a privy council- 
hiv to ipialify iiim. It is almost essen- 
tial that h(( sbould have a seat in parlia- 
ment, but not absolutely necessary. 1 
liavo known a cabinet minister looking 
about for weeks for a constituency. 

A doubt us to Col. Prior's status has 
been exiiressed by those who ought to 
know better, or, to speak more candidly, 
it has been said he cannot sit in a cab- 
inet with hi:j sn|)erior in ollice. It may 
lie news to some that m a most momen- 
tous crisis of I'higland's history, during 
the Criiiieaii war, the minister for war, 
the Duke of Newcastle, and his inferior 
in office, Sydney Herbert, sat in Lord 
Aberdeen's cabinet. A more vulgar ob- 
jection has been raised. It has been 
asked, can a man with $5,000 a year vote 
with another having $7,000? Could .John 
Bright in the "Duchy of Lancaster, with 
£2,000, vote against the Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland witli i:2O,O0O a year, or could 
the Lord Privy Seal, often without odice 
or emolument, vote in any cabinet, as is 
frequently the case? 

A cabinet can deliberate and agree on 
a course of jiolicy, but it cannot enforce 
its decision save through the ofliciala of 
the government or by legislation. That 
follows as a matter of course from the 
fact that no record of its deliberations is 
made. I remember two instances only 
in which a peep into the cabinet was al- 
lowed UB. The one was Lord Melbourne, 
after agreeing to a now corn bill, putting 
his back to the door, saying: "Now. 
gentlemen, before we go, is the bill 
to raise the price of corn or to 
lower it? Either way you please, Init 
let us say all the same thing." The 
other was more amusing. The members 
of Loril Noi til's administration called 
oil his Lordship one day to consult hiiu. 
It was about noon, but Lord and Lady 
North were still in bed. "However, 
show them nj), Robert," said his l>oid- 
F.hip," if the cabinet wish to consult me 
at this time of the day, they must consult 
Lady North, too." 'the question will 
arise, was Lady North a member of the 
cabinet? 1 will leave that to Mr. 
Archer Martin and the learned writ-

The remains of Mrs. Trout, of Seattle, 
were taken over on the Kingston last 
6venin<r. Mr. Trout being a Sovereign 
of the Seattle Gainii, the remains won; 
taken charge of by Victoiia Camp, 
Woodmen of the Woi kl, and escdi-ted id 
the boat. A heautilul floral emblaiu 
from Victoria Camp way placed on the 
coHin aa a token of respect to the de- 
ceased. The Camj) loses one of Its num- 
ber in the person of S. R. Holnu-;-, 
whose body was recovered from the 
wreck yesterday. The ceremony of un- 
veiling the monument of the late J .H. 
Bampeon, which was set for next Sun- 
day, has been t)Gst[ioned for a week ow- 
■ ing to the iUtcitioiit. 

The death of the wile and ciiildren of 
Ijro. 10. 0. yiieppard was reported at a 
meeting of Culumbia lodge, I.O.O.F., 
last niirht, and the lodge will attend the 
funeral in a body. 

Wilfred CruU, the little boy who por- 
islied in the accident at the l)ridge, is to 
be buried to-duy from the family resi- 
dence, Vining street, Spring liiilgo, at 3 
o'clock. 

Tlie. body of J. A. Van liokkelin, of 
Port Townsend, was removed to Vort 
Townsend yesterday. Mr. Van Bokke- 
lin was prominent in the politics of his 
state, although a young man, and was 
secretary of the Republican state central 
committee. He has held several impor- 
tant positions of trust. 

AMONG THE INJURED. 

No Deatlis Have Resulted From the Wounds 
Received In the Battle for Life. 

Although the bodies of many of the 
dead by Tuesday's fatality bear the evi- 
dences of terrible injuries received from 
falling timbers and crashing ironwork, 
injuries which in themselves must have 
proved fatal, none of those who were 
won back to life l)y the medical men and 
their willing volunteer assistants liave 
as yet shown signs of relapse. In fact 
all appear on the roud to recover}', and 
the niiijority may l)e classed as out of 
danger with the exception of Dr. John 
Lang and Mr. Jackson, whose daughter 
Flossie was among the dead. The list 
of injured, not including those who are 
merely ctft and bruised out not serious- 
ly, is so far as it is possible to assertain 
as follows : 

JOHN r.ANG— Seriously injured 
internally, with several ribs broken and 
Scalp wounds. 

RKV. CANON PADDON— Injuries 
chiefly nervous shock and bad body 
bruises.

ESCAPED by'a BUEACLE. 

Tliose Who . Survive of the 'Htindred on 
Board; the, Wrecked Car Can Hfjirdly 
Explain How They Preserved. 
Their Lives. 

Estimating the number of peojde on 
board car No. 16 when it plunged into 
the water Tuesday at one hundred and 
ten in all, and this is a most conserva- 
tive approximation, fully fifty must 
have Haved their lives by swimming or 
clinging to the debris of the bridge or 
the car. Almost every one of these has 
found it impossible to explain how he 
escaped, their sad stories agreeing to a 
remarkable extent in all (essential de-

tails. Those wlio were in the car heard 
a crackle, felt tlieuiselvea descending, 
found themselves in sudden darkness, 
and then felt the water rising about 
them and engulling them. Those 
who were on the right hand 
side to the car liad ])ractically no 
onportunity of escape, for the car turned 
over on that side in falling, though it 
afterwards righted itself ; those who 
wei e on t he left liand seat were able to 
crawl through win dows or W(.'r(! 

Iloated tbroii<;li them, and so had. a 
ithance to liudit for their lives. The car 
did not sink to bottom, us currently be- 
lieved, but hung suspended by the 
wreckage of the bridge, with ten or 
twelve feet of watelr under it, until it 
was removed in the evening. 

Mr. and Mrs. 0. Foster, of Seattle, 
were among those who had a most fortu- 
nate escape, Mr. I'oster being a platform 
l)ussenger while Mis. I'oster was inside 
the car. ,lust bef(jre the bridge was 
reiiclu'il the foiiductor raised a window 
near 3Iis. I'o^fer. Her husband was not 
liacily entanuled with the wreckage 
when the crash came, and when he rose 
to the surface fomid liimself in an open 
space, whih,' some 20 or ;10 feet from liim 
his wile wag lloatiiig. Jle called to a 
swimmer near to gral.i her and then 
went to her assistance himself. The 
two men pulled her up on a girder and 
^Vr.ited for n boat. Foster's overcoat in 
tiie nioanlime floated to him. Both 
husband and wife were .soon afterwards 
conveyed to shore by one of the rescue 
boats, Mrs. l""oster not having received a 
scratcli, and her husband escaping with 
a few cuts and body bruises. 

Two young men from New Whatconi, 
Duke I'riilmore and Kldridge Gourley, 
were on the rear platform and as the 
crash came I'ridmore dived, clearing the 
wreckage. When he returned to the 
surface he saw a little girl floating 
by, rescued her, i)nt her on 
a plank and turned to swim to shore. 
Aa he did so !\ leg suddenly rose beside 
him. He seized it and righted the own- 
er, who proved to be his own chum. 
Both saved themselves without much 
difficulty. 

The 15-vear-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
R. L. Graham, of Seattle, left his par- 
ents in town and started for t'oiiit Mac- 
aulay on the ill-fated ear. He rode on 
the ))latforni and escaped witli torn 
clothing and a few bruises. 

Mr. William Scott, well known as a 
rowing member of the .T.15.A..\., does 
not know how begot out of the car, but as 
lie found fragments of glass in his cloth- 
ing supposes that he came through one 
of the windows. Finding liimself 
in the free air he felt someone 
sei/.e him by the leg, and 
this aomeoue proving to be a 
woman he placed her in a position of 
safety, then added another young lady 
to escape, aud being a strong swimmer 
devoted his attention to breaking into 
the floating car and helping several 
otiiei i before going to shore at all. 

Miss Kliza WoodhuU is the luimo of 
the young heroine who broke through 
the window nearest t(} her while the ear 
was under water and, keeping liold of 
the two children who were with her, 
ke])t them and herself alloat until all 
three were picked up by one of the tieet 
of rescue boats. She then devoted her- 
self to the assistance of the others until 
the arrival of volunteers enabled her to 
leave the work of mercy* in willing and 
read}' hands. 

Mr. Frank and his party of four were 
all within the car, and their escajje and 
reunion is one of the most remar kable 
incidents of the terri Ide occasion. How 
all were saved they caiiiKjt bf^iu to ex- 
plain. 

Mr. K. l!olH;rtson, of J<'ort street, suc- 
ceeded in getting through the car win- 
dow, drawing his Iwo children with 
him. He afterwards swam with them 
until iiicked up and conveyed to the 
landing. 

^Ir. Lehman was equally fortunate. 
He assisted his wife to escape from the 
car, and together they got out their 8. 
year old clnld, the 'entire little family 
being preserved intact. 

Mr. Harry Lawson, who was a rear 
platform passenger, was scarcely aware 
of what was happening before he found 
himself clear of the car and struggling in 
the water. He succeeded in scrambling 
on a convenient log, where he was safe 
until the arrival of the boats. 

A. LJut(;her, eni]jloycd in Savannah's 
!)botograi)hi(' studio, was another of 
those who went down on the car and 
miraculously escajjed. He was almost 
stunned in "the drop, Init falling free 
from the car he rr)se to the surface of the 
water, and to the best of his recollec- 
tion was jammed between pieces of the 
debris, which kept him alloat until he 
was able to make for the shore. lie 
walked to bis home, at the head of Yates 
street, liatless and dripping, still dazed 
from his injuries. 

Mr. Edmonds, who at first was 
thought to have perished in the wreck, 
is alive and well. He was not in the ac- 
cident, but was one of those who took 
part in the work of rescue. 

There are many others who have like 
tlirilliiig and extraordinary stories of 
their escapes to tell. All are alike in

COBONEK CKOirPTOll'S INQJIRy. 

Two Inquests wiUvBe -Held, the . More" Ef- 
lectually to InvestlKate All ' i^tt'end.' 
< ant 'Circumstances. 

'.The inquest into the circumstances 
attendant upon the death of the victims 
of Tuesilay's dreadful disaster opened 
yesterday afternoon, when for the nur 
pose of avoiding delay Dr. Crompton, 
the coroner, decided that the in(|uest by 
the present jury should be conlined to 
the establishing of the identity of the 
boiliea vieweil the previous night ; after 
wards a second jury would be em 
panelled to make a searching inquiry 
into all the causes leading to the 
eatastro|)he. 

Tlie tramway company was represent 
ed at the inquest bv iMr. V.. V. Bod well 
and Mr, A. E. Mcthillips, the provin- 
cial government by Deputy Attorney- 
General Smith and Mr. R. Gassidy, no 
one appearing in the city's behalf. As 
Mr. W. W. Nortlicott, one of the jurors 
originally called, is in the employ of the 
corporation as inspector of buildings, the 
Coroner relieved him from acting. 

Mr. R. Ca^sidy stated that he aji- 
peared with Dejinty Attoriiey-( ieneial 
Smith to represent the Provincial Uov- 
erni.-ient, who proposed, in the pul)lic 
interest, to assume the conduct of the 
investigation. It was not the intention 
of the (.iovcrnment to make any eli'ort 
to direct the inquiry so as to lix the re- 
sponsibility for the deplorable disaster 
in any particular quarter, but the mat- 
ter was of such gravity that it was con- 
sidered proper for the Crown to see that 
all the material facta which would assist 
the jury in arriving at a conclusion 
should be elicited. With regard to the 
jury, he noticed that only eight were 
sitting, and thought that in so import- 
ant an inquiry it would be better to 
liave a jury of twelve. It was also im 
portant that care should be taken that 
no member of the jury was in any way 
associated with any of the interests 
which might be involved by the result. 
For instance, the City or the Tram- 
way Co. 

Mr. Rolierts, one of the jurors drawn, 
urging that if the inquest was to be a 
long one, he would claim exemiition on 
account of age, the coroner explained 
that the present jury's duties would be 
light, for they would only be required to 
have the identity of the bodies already 
viewed established, and they would 
then adjourn, pending the result of a 
thorough investigation by a second jury 
into the disaster and its causes. The 
spectators at the inquiry were for the 
most part immediate friends of the vic- 
tims, and for a time there were jiresent 
Mr. F. S. Barnard, president of the Con 
solidated Kaihvay Co., Mr. R.M. Home 
I'ayne, Mr. J. B. McKilligan, manager 
of the tramway, and Mr. Cheney, the 
electrical superintendent. 

Among the witnesses were the friends 
and relatives of the Victims. Some 
had themseh'es been on the fatal car and 
had come, their wound.s bandaged and 
some of them just atile to walk with, the 
aid of crutches or sticks, to swear to the 
identity of members of their families 
who had perished in the disaster. 

The first witness was Dr. A. F. Pro- 
vost who resides at the Collins buildings, 
Seattle. He identified the body of his 
wife Maria, giving her age as 30. 

The (piestions asked were not many — 
just entlicient to eatabliah the identity of 
the victims. 
I Next came James Sloan of l^yke street, 
! Seattle, who swore to tlie identity ot the 
i body of his sister, Mrs. H. AN'ood- 
\ house, aged "-'3, of L'20 .fackson street, 
Seattle, and Mrs. D. L. Ballard, aged 
38, of Providence, Rhode Island, his 
brother-in-law's wife. 

Charles Alexander Trout, the engineer 
of the Flyer, who lives at -11 McDonald 
Place, Second street, Seattle, limpeil 
painfully to the witness box, supporting 
himself upon a short walking stick. He 
bail been (jiie of those who e8cai)ed from 
the car in which his wife had perished 
A bandage covered his wounded head 
and his paie face showed how he had 
sull'ered mentally and physically from 
the horrible ex]jerience he had passed 
tiiroiigh. He gave his dead wife's name 
as Carrie IC. Trout, aged 24, and also 
identified the body of Miss Ida Good 
aero, whose iiarents' resilience is at 
the corner of Ninth street and St. Hel- 
en's avenue, Tucoma. 

Miss Ida Olson, of the New England 
hotel, identified her sister, Emma Ol- 
son, aged 30, who resided on View street 

Leaning on a crutch, his body bent 
from injuries and his hands bandaged, 
Fred Morotta camo painfully forward to 
give his evidence. He is a member of 
the orchestra on the steamer Flyer and 
was one of a ])arty of six who were on 
board the car. He had identitied the 
body of his father, (iabriella INlorotta, 
aged 57, and his cousin, Volaiite Didio, 
aged Thidr jihice of residence had 
lieen 7 It) Sixth street, S(!altle. 

The body of four-year old Arthur Ful- 
lerton was identitied by his father, Wil- 
liam Frank Fullerton, of North Peiu- 
broke street. 

Silvio Massa bad been in the accident 
himself but escaped. He identified the 
body of Giuseppi Mauro, an Italian, 
aged 28, who lived at 43 Humboldt 
street. 

The identity of little Arthur, the five- 
year old son of Street Superintendent 
Wilson, will yet have to be sworn :o. 
The father said that after he and liis live 
childien went into the watei with the 
buggy in which they were driving hi^ 
saw the boy dead in the water, but had 
not viewed the body since it was brought 
ashore. 

Mrs. Pliysiek, of Vancouver, also re- 
quii'cs further identilication. Mr. Flet- 
cher, of the Driard, had been with Mr. 
H.Pym when the latter recognized the 
body, but this was not considered sulli- 
ciently definite as evidence.

i\Ir. C. II. Wilkinson wired from Van- 
couver to Mayor Beaven yesterday: 

" I respectfully oirer your Worship my 
deepest sympathy in the awful catastrophe 
which has overtaken the city." 

The Mayor read the telegrams he had 
received to the city council at last 
night's meeting and they were ordered 
to be spread upon the minutes. 

When the city council met last even- 
ing, IVIayor Beaven in the chair, Aid. 
Maridiant moved the following resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Aid. 
Tiarks : 

"That the Mayor aud aldermen of the 
city of Victoria desire to place on record 
their most sincere sorrow at tlie late de- 
plorable accident on Point Kllice bridge, 
which resulted in the loss of so many val- 
uable lives; they tender to nil bcreitvcd 
relatives and fr'cnds their most respectful 
.sympatliy and condolence, and as many of 
the victims of the catastrophe were citizens 
of other nationalities and countries, they 
lin tlier desire to extend to the hereaveJl 
relatives and friends of other cities their 
heartlelt expressions of sympathy. " 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously on a standing vote, and without 
comment save the brief and feeling re- 
marks of the mover. 

Toiio.N-To, May 27.— (Special)— Great 
anxiety is felt here regarding the terri- 
ble accident at Victoria. Many victims 
have connections in this city, and some 
are known to be former residents here. 

MOUIlNINa ON THE MAINLAND. 

The Receipt of the News of Victoria's Hor. 
ror Casts a Gloom Over All tbo 
Neighboring Cities. 

When the news of the appalling bridge 
disaster reached Vancouver it caused in- 
tense anxiety in the entire community, 
for there was positivel'v no one who had 
not friends or relatives in Victoria that 
might not have been on the illfaled tram. 
The newspajjer and telegraph ofhces wei o 
besieged all afternoon and evening by 
an anxious eager crowd, who had one 
request to made and but one — " Give us 
the nomes of tfie drowned." But even 
that rcqurist could not be granted to 
liny extent till late in the evening. 

At length word came that Mrs. 
Physick, wife of Thomas Pliysick, of the 
C.P.R. store depot, was among the 
dead. I\Irs. Physick leaves two children, 
one of them for the past six months hav- 
ing had charge of the Colonist route in 
Vancouver. 

The next sad announcement was to 
the ellect that. I. J!. Cordon, manager of 
the Bradstreet agency, was among the 
killed. On hearing this news Superin- 
tendent James Wilson sent word to bis 
home to have Mr. Gordon's children, 
who live across the road from hiiu, 
taken to his house and cared for and tlie 
news kept from them. Mrs. Gordon was 
also in Victoria and luul left the children 
in care of a sister. Before his departure 
for Victoria Mr. Gordon had taken out a 
.$5,000 accident nolicy with Mr. A. A. 
Boak. Mr. Boafc had told him in writ- 
ing ont the policy th&t if he took a cer- 
tain kind of policy he could get $10,000 
ill case of death by accident on a tram or 
train for the same premium money. 
Mr. Gordon's reply was that the one he 
was taking would be satisfactory. 

.Another victim of the terrible catas- 
trophe. Van l!okkclin, had many 
friends on the Mainland, he having lioeii 
stationed at \'ancouver for some time in 
the L'nited States consular department. 
Sophie and Alice Smith were also wiilidy 
known here, having recently uiovetl to 
Vict(n'ia from Moodyville. 

About four o'clock telegrams from 
friends and relatives in Victoria com- 
menced to come in to Vancouver, most 
of them assurances that all was well 
with near and dear ones. These mes- 
Biiges were received _ all night long 
and all yesterday without cessation. 
A gloom has settled over the whole 
city and an unusual quietness pervades 
the streets, wdiile all places of amuse- 
ment are deserted. The only tojiio of 
conversation on the streets of the Ter- 
minal City was the appalling accident. 
Many returning Vancouveritca told 
thrilling experiences of their narrow 
escapes from death, and in Westmin- 
ster the same anxiety jirevailed and the 
same anxious inquiries were kept up 
over the wini/i through the night and 
following day.

charge of his wife's remains. His grief 
was rendered more intense by the fact 
that human ghouls had removed from 
the body several articles of jewelry and 
clothing. It is tlnnight tlie crime was 
committed immediately after the body 
was removed from the water. Such an 
act wiis rendered possible by the con- 
fusion that existed at the scene of the 
wreck and the eflbria being made to re- 
vive victims of the catastrophe. The 
more valuable articles stolen were : A 
solitaire diamond ring, valued at $75 ; a 
plain gold band ring, a plain gold wed- 
ding ring, a pair of gold eyeglasses, 
and a pocketbook containing 
about $25 in money. Dr. Prevost has 
reported his loss to Chief of Police 
Slieppard and to the provincial police. 
This IS the only theft reported. Mrs. 
Prevost, accompanied by her sister, Miss 
Evelyn Farrelly, of Portland, with Miss 
Ann Keast, of this city, had started 
tocetlier to view the sham fight. i\Irs. 
Prevost and Miss Farrelly caught the 
big car, but Miss Farrelly was crowded 
out and had to take the next ear. To 
this she owes her life. Sirs. Prevost 
and Miss Keast were seated in the 
centre of the car and were both drowned. 

The spectacle of a man with irons on 
his wrists being briskly hustled into an 
express wagon by Constable. Carson at 
the time the work of resuscitation was 
in progress Tuesday afternoon, led many 
to believe and to jiass along the word 
that he had been detected in the act of 
pilfering from the jiockets of the dead. 
Under these circumstances the man 
would undoubtedly have been roughly 
handled had he been left long with the 
crowd, and it is therefore just as well 
for him that he was hustled oil" to the 
])olice station, although liia offence was 
only that of drunkenness. 

a' considerable portion of the clothing 
and small possessions of the victims 
of the drowning has been placed 
in the charge of Chief Sheppard, 
while other of their belongings have 
been left nt Captain Grant's boat house. 
Several pocket-books, with their con- 
tents were rec(3vered yesterday — one, it 
is reported, with almost $300 m money 
— and jilaced In the hands of the author- 
ities until claimed by the owners or their 
relatives.
